Just add warmth 

School Street Park should be complete by spring

T he Parks and Recreation 
Department is excited 
about the future of School 
Street Park as the second phase is 
near completion. Director Chris¬ 
topher Sparks said this week. 

“We are hoping to get it fin¬ 
ished up as soon as we can,” said 
Sparks. “It just depends when the 
winter weather breaks.” 

The park’s first phase brought 
residents a family destination 
with regulation baseball and soft- 
ball diamonds, as well as more 
soccer fields for the town’s youth 
programs, a playground and bath¬ 
room facility and parking. The 
School Street Bam, which will 
be restored during the next year, 
serves as an icon in the School 
Street entrance to the park. 

Starting this year, residents will 
have access to the second phase 
area of the park, where even more 
attractions has been added. 

“We have added another small 
playground, a spray park, and a 
covered pavilion,” said Sparks. 

But one of the more exciting 
additions is a band shell and stage 
with room for lawn seating and a 
concession building.

The press release asks anyone with in¬ 
formation to call the Agawam Police De¬ 
tective Bureau at 413-786-1717. 

The Agawam Police Department re¬ 
sponded to a report of a robbery that oc¬ 
curred just after 11 a.m. on Tuesday, Dec. 
23. According to the police, the suspect 
entered the bank, located at 4 Washington 
Avenue Ext., and showed a handgun. The 
suspect then jumped over the counter and 
stole an undisclosed amount of money. 
The suspect then fled the area. 

The suspect was wearing sweatpants, a 
black hooded sweatshirt, and appeared to 
be wearing a mask that concealed his or 
her face. 

Surveillance photos supplied by the 
Agawam Police Department show the 
suspect before he or she hopped the coun¬ 
ter. The photograph shows a gun in the 
suspect’s hand. 

Holyoke Credit Union is hoping the 
offer of a reward will gamer some more 
leads for the police. 

“We would really like to see the Aga¬ 
wam Police Department be able to solve 
this case,” said Baran. “It was a very 
frightening incident for the people in the 
bank and we would like to see this inci¬ 
dent resolved.” 

No one was injured in the robbery. 

According to the press release, only a 
person who provides direct information 
that leads to a resolution in the case will

who receives the award must prove he or she 
is the person who supplied the information. 
Law enforcement officers are ineligible to 
receive the reward. 


The credit union will only be giving out 
one reward and it reserves the right to re¬ 
scind the reward at its discretion.

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Cinema reopening likely delayed until Feb.

Agawam Cinemas remains a “coming attraction,” with 
electrical work expected to push the theater’s reopening past 
the end of this month. 

Kimberly Wheeler, who had hoped to reopen the theater 
on Suffield Street in time for Thanksgiving 2014, said this 
week that electrical work commissioned by her landlord at 
Southgate Plaza is taking longer than expected, with no firm 
timetable for completion. 

“At this time, they haven’t been able to give me any spe¬ 
cific completion date,” Wheeler said. As to when the theater 
might be ready to open to the public: “If I had to guess. I’d 
say early February, but that’s a complete guess.” 

The two-screen theater, built in the 1970s, has been closed 
since May 2014. It previously operated under the name 
“Agawam Family Cinemas,” showing second-run films. 
Wheeler, an emergency medical technician and film buff, 
purchased the business shortly after it closed. 

Since then, she has worked to convert it to digital projec¬ 
tion — now the industry standard — and update the audito¬ 
rium seats, concession area and lobby. When it reopens, it 
will screen first-run films with ticket prices “in the $7 range,” 
lower than the multiplexes in Chicopee and West Springfield. 

For Wheeler, an Agawam resident who hasn’t had much 
time for her “day job” as an EMT since taking on the cinema 
project, the delay is frustrating, but kind comments from 
supporters and neighbors keep her spirits up. 

“There are so many things that are out of my control at this 
point that my hands are kind of tied,” Wheeler said. “I con¬ 
tinue to get messages every day that are really understand¬ 
ing. ... When I explain our situation with the contractors, the

response I’m getting is, ‘That’s how it is with renovations, I 
understand.’ Really, people are very, very encouraging.” 

Kickstarter funds fall short 

Although the counter read “$45,126” at 5 p.m. on Nov. 15, 
the end of the Agawam Cinemas’ Kickstarter.com campaign, 
the crowdfunding drive only realized about $35,000 in dona¬ 
tions, Wheeler said this week. More than 20 percent of the 
online pledges were not honored. 


To support to a Kickstarter campaign, individual donors 
make pledges online during a one-month period, submitting 
their credit card or online account information to Kickstarter. 
Their accounts are charged only if the campaign meets its 
pledge goal at the end of the month. 

The beneficiary of the campaign — in this case, Wheeler 
— does not process the payments herself, so Wheeler said 
she does not know the particulars of how and why some 
pledges were dropped. Kickstarter andAmazon.com worked 
with donors individually, she said. 

One of the dishonored gifts was among the campaign’s 
larger pledges, and a couple were in the $250 range, but most 
were for $100 or smaller, she said. 

The theater also raised $1,000 during a November 
“cut-athon” at Salon Tres Chic in Agawam, and some lo¬ 
cal businesses gave in-kind donations to the renovations. 
Wheeler said there may be another fundraiser elsewhere in 
town later this year. 

Despite the funding gap, Wheeler said she has raised 
enough money to purchase a digital projector — the stated 
purpose of the campaign — enabling her to show first-run 
films in both auditoriums when Agawam Cinemas finally 
opens. The “extras” that she had contemplated installing, 
such as a new sound system and improved signage outside 
the theater, will have to wait until the theater is operating 
and turning a profit. 

Wheeler has said that the first film to be shown at the 
theater will be whatever first-run feature is in theaters that 
week, but that she also hopes to offer “a nice, classic, retro 
film” during the first weekend. With two theaters open, she 
plans to screen three to four films each week, with several 
evening and matinee showings.

Councilor sets

An Agawam city councilor is calling for his subconnnit- 
tee to review the council rules, regulations, and procedures it 
uses to manage protocols and run meetings. 

Councilor James Cichetti, the chairman of the Legislative 
Subcommittee of the City Council, is calling a meeting of 
the subcommittee to review all the council rules and regula¬ 
tions, but says he wants to specifically get new rules that 
were passed last year “on the books.” 

“Last year, we passed a few rules that were not actually 
added to our council rule book,” said Cichetti. “That needs 
to happen. But it is also a good time for us to be reviewing 
all of our rules.” 

Cichetti has proposed a meeting on Wednesday, Jan. 14. 
The time have not been officially set as the Agawam Adver¬ 
tiser News went to press, but the meeting will likely be held 
at the Agawam Public Library. 

The subcommittee meeting will take the form of a council 
workshop, which allows for any councilor, not only those 
on the subcommittee, to attend the meeting and make com¬ 
ments. 

He asked Monday night at the first regular council meet¬ 
ing of 2015 for all councilors to review their rules and see if 
there are any changes they may be interested in proposing. 

Cichetti says he will personally be proposing adding a 
council rule that will call for the re-organization of the city 
council’s officers at the beginning of each calendar year. 

Under the current format, councilors are elected (or re-

elected) every two years in November. The elected council¬ 
ors then take office in the following January. During the first 
meeting in January, the council elects a president and a vice 
president. The seating arrangement of the councilors is also 
determined. The president and vice president, along with the 
eldest member of the council, occupy the middle three seats. 
Numbers are drawn for the remaining eight seats. 

Cichetti believes this procedure should take place annu¬ 
ally. He says some of his colleagues agree. 

“There was actually a little bit of confusion among 
some of the councilors why did not have a re-organization 
today,” Cichetti said. “I think we should give the coun¬ 
cilors an opportunity to re-organize on a yearly basis.” 
Cichetti said the rule could require the re-organization fol¬ 
lowing town elections one year, and then make it optional 
the following year. 

“A councilor could make a motion for re-organization, 
and then if it passes, we would do it,” said Cichetti. 

Lor the past four years, Christopher Johnson has served as 
the council president while Dennis Perry, a longtime coun¬ 
cilor, has been the vice president. 

Council rules that need to be added to their rulebook were 
passed in April 2014. The council approved eliminating a 
verbatim nfinutes requirement from their rules because au¬ 
dio and video recordings of meetings are now available on 
the town’s website. Summary written minutes are still kept. 
The council also agreed to make the council president and 
vice president ex-officio members of all subconnnittees. 
They are able to serve in that capacity in situations when a 
quorum is needed.

Don't stop 
giving 


L et’s find a way to draw on the spirit 
of giving, even if your bank account 
is looking a bit tapped out, for a few 
more weeks. 

Everyone comes together to give during 
the holidays. Whether it’s a genuine desire to 
help one’s fellow human, a religious impera¬ 
tive, a way to share the joy of the season or 
simply taking advantage of the final oppor¬ 
tunity for a tax break, many charities see a 
spike in December. And after that, whether 
it’s fatigue or financial, donors drop off in 
January — even though the need continues 
year-round. 

But there’s one charity that doesn’t see a 
spike in December, and needn’t see a trough 
this month, because it costs nothing, other 
than a little of your time, to give. 

There’s a year-round need for donated 
blood, and a year-round need for blood do¬ 
nors. According to the Red Cross, every two 
seconds, someone in the United States needs 
blood, an average of 3 pints at a time — gen¬ 
erally, one pint each from three donors. Can¬ 
cer patients may need blood every day during 
chemotherapy. A car crash victim may need 
as much as 100 pints of blood. 

Donated red blood cells must be used 
within 42 days, platelets within five days, so 
it’s unlikely that your donation will directly 
benefit you. But support of the blood donor 
system benefits us all. To put a twist on the 
old saying, the life you save may be the future 
donor who saves your own. Yet though 38 
percent of the nation’s population is eligible 
to donate, only 10 percent does. 

There are several upcoming blood drives in 
Agawam and surrounding communities. To 
find blood drives in the area, visit www.mer- 
cycares.com/blood-donor and click on “com¬ 
munity drives” under “Where to Donate,” and 
visit www.redcrossblood.org/give/drive/ and 
enter your ZIP code. 

As you write those big checks to pay off 
December’s credit card bills — or frown as 
the withdrawals add up in January’s bank 
statement — keep in mind that some forms of 
charity don’t require a single dollar. But they 
still meet a need.

Buddy Sullivan turns 90 


T he man many of us know as Buddy Sullivan 
was bom on Dec. 26, 1924. Named Henry 
Eugene, he grew up in the Merrick section 
of West Springfield and attended grade school at 
the Immaculate Conception School on Main Street. 
Since “Henry” was not considered a good Catholic 
name, the nuns used his middle name of 
Eugene. One day in class, a nun called 
him Henry and his classmates wondered 
whom she was calling on. The nickname 
Buddy came from his dad, who noticed 
the word Buddy on his little red wagon. 

Buddy graduated from West Spring- 
field High School in 1942 and joined the 
Marines. Our country invaded the island 
of Iwo Jima in February 1945. This is¬ 
land was close to Japan and deemed im¬ 
portant for a possible invasion of Japan 
to end the war. Many of our soldiers died 
there, but the Japanese lost over 20,000 
men. When Buddy was on Iwo Jima, he 
got tapped on the shoulder one day by a 
man looking for Buddy Sullivan. It was Fran Bou- 
ley, who later settled at 19 Letendre Ave. 

After the war. Buddy married Ruth Noret of West 
Springfield and they raised four children who at¬ 
tended AHS. He ran a foundry for his entire career 
and is responsible for many bronze plaques here 
in Agawam. The George Washington plaque at the 
Federal Street intersection is one of the most mem¬ 


orable ones, but the plaque he made for the Titanic 
could be the one that endures the longest. It was 
placed on the wreckage in the bottom of the ocean 
in 1984 and isn’t likely to be taken by the scrap 
metal thieves. 

The oldest Sullivan child is Gale ’70, who was a 
beautiful, spunky cheerleader at AHS. 
Her classmates voted her “Most Pop¬ 
ular,” “Miss Personality” and “AHS 
Spirit.” Gale is a nurse and has a son 
Trevor and a daughter Whitney. Next 
in line is Kevin ’71. He was a line¬ 
man on the football team and threw 
the discus on the track team. Kevin 
recently retired from Raytheon out in 
California. He and his wife Jo have 
three children, boys Devin and Cur¬ 
ran and a daughter, Delaney. Maybe 
you remember the David Monahan 
story back in an old column. Jo was 
the girl that got talking to David in 
a California car wash waiting room. 
Shawn ’74 was the Sullivans’ third Brownie. A star 
football player, he was one of Cliff Kibbe’s favor¬ 
ites, maybe his number one. Cliff’s face would light 
up whenever he heard “Shawn Sullivan.” Shawn 
also played baseball and was voted “Class Athlete” 
and “Class Pin Up Boy” by his classmates. Now the 
general manager of Bertera Subaru in West Spring-

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Breakfast lasagna 


I love a hot breakfast on a cold winter morning. 
Although this dish can be prepared the night be¬ 
fore and reheated in the microwave, I prefer the 
aroma of my Breakfast Lasagna while reading the 
morning newspaper in front of my roaring fire with 
my first or second cup of coffee. 

Mushrooms, red peppers, and onions are a favor¬ 
ite veggie combination of mine but you 
may substitute with your own favorites. 
Asparagus and zucchini can be a good 
choice. I realize that you may consider 
it an unnecessary step to roast these veg¬ 
gies, but the added fiavor resulting from 
roasting is well worth the extra step. 

On occasion I have substituted cooked, 
crumbled, crisp bacon for the Canadian 
bacon, but I often prefer to add the crum¬ 
bled bacon on top of the lasagna just as 
it comes out of the oven. This keeps it 
crisp with an added dimension of fiavor 
and crunch. I suggest using the ‘ready-to- 
serve’ bacon that cooks in 30 seconds in 
the microwave ... no mess! 

Breakfast Lasagna 

1 1/4 C. chopped fresh mushrooms 
1/4 C. finely chopped red bell pepper 
2 T. chopped scallions 
1 tsp. butter 

2 slices Canadian bacon, diced 
1 C. shredded Cheddar cheese 
3 egg roll wrappers, cut in half 
4 eggs 


Line a cookie sheet with foil and spray with non¬ 
stick cooking spray. Place mushrooms and chopped 
pepper on top of foil. Spray veggies with nonstick 
cooking spray. Bake in a 425-degree oven for 8 
minutes. 

Add scallions and bacon to the cooked veggies 
and toss. Set aside. Reduce oven temperature to 
350 degrees. Spray the inside of an 
8-inch by 4-inch by 2-inch loaf pan. 
Add butter and melt in oven. Cut each 
egg roll wrapper in half. 

Place two half-sheets on bottom of 
loaf pan. Sprinkle half of veggie mix¬ 
ture over wrapper. Whisk two of the 
eggs and pour over veggies. Sprinkle 
half of the cheese on top. 

With remaining ingredients, repeat 
layers in this order: wrapper, veggie 
mixture, eggs, wrapper, and cheese. 
Bake in a 350-degree oven for 30 min¬ 
utes or until eggs are cooked through. 
NOTES: Egg roll wrappers are not a 
perfect fit to the loaf pan and will overlap. You may 
salt and pepper to taste at any point during the as¬ 
sembling of this dish.

It streamlines 
the transfer process for community col¬ 
lege students who want to complete a 
designated associates degree then trans¬ 
fer to any Massachusetts state college or 
University of Massachusetts campus. 

This new Presidents’ MassTransfer 
Agreement expands on the current trans¬ 
fer program in place between the two 
schools for elementary, early childhood 
and secondary education licensure, by 
streamlining the transition from com¬ 
pletion of a selected STCC associate’s 
degree program to enrollment and sub¬ 


sequent graduation in corresponding 
bachelor’s degree program at Westfield 
State, all within a prescribed period of 
time and with fixed financial rates for 
participating students. 

On Nov. 20, STCC President Dr. Ira 
H. Rubenzahl and Westfield State In¬ 
terim President Dr. Elizabeth H. Pres¬ 
ton officially signed the Presidents’ 
MassTransfer agreement. 

According to the agreement, STCC 
students must earn their associate de¬ 
gree within three years of enrollment 
and complete an approved Presidents’ 
MassTransfer program with an overall 
grade point average of at least 2.5 in or¬ 
der to be granted admission to the West- 
field State major of choice (space per¬ 
mitting). Additionally, STCC students 
who graduate in an approved Massachu¬ 
setts Department of Higher Education 
MassTransfer Program with a minimum 
3.0 quality point average will be eligible 
for a MassTransfer tuition waiver, al¬ 
lowing STCC students to transfer to 
WSU seamlessly without any additional 
costs. Students must earn a maximum of 
60 credits and complete their degree at 
WSU within a three-year period. 


“Westfield State’s partnership with 
STCC makes getting a four-year degree 
accessible by ensuring a seamless trans¬ 
fer process between the two institutions 
that is extremely affordable and poten¬ 
tially less than $10,000 for students eli¬ 
gible for Pell grant funding,” said Pres¬ 
ton. 

Approved eligible transfer programs 
include general business transfer; liberal 
arts transfer; liberal arts transfer, gen¬ 
eral studies; liberal arts transfer, fine arts 
option; and teacher education transfer, 
secondary. Students in these programs 
may transfer to Westfield State programs 
including art, communication, criminal 
justice, economics, English, ethnic and 
gender studies, history, political science, 
psychology, regional planning, social 
work, sociology, Spanish, and theater 
arts. Students previously enrolled at 
Westfield State are not eligible for this 
transfer program.

AGAWAM - The Agawam 
hockey team graduated senior 
scoring power and an excellent 
goaltender. Yet they begin 2015 
undefeated and still one of the 
teams to beat in the Berry Divi¬ 
sion. 

That could have changed on 
Tuesday night against Westfield, 
the team that beat them in last 
year’s Western Massachusetts Di¬ 
vision 3 Championship. 

But after the first part of the sea¬

“We are planning to move our summer concert series to 
the park this year,” said Sparks. “We are really happy about 
this because we think it will help draw more people out to 
the Wednesday night concerts.” 

Eor several years, the Parks and Rec Department has host¬ 
ed the concert series, much of it funded by private donations 
from local businesses. The concerts have always been free of 
charge to all and have featured local or regional bands. Ash¬ 
ley Gearing, a locally well-known country music artist, has 
also performed a concert for Parks and Rec before. 

Sparks says he believes moving the concert will attract 
more people. Concerts were previously held on the Veterans 
Green in front of Phelps Elementary School, where parking 
is limited. 

“There is really not a lot of places you can park a car on 
Main Street near the green,” said Sparks. “In Phase II, we 
added more parking spaces and an entrance from Corey 
Street. It will provide safe access to the park for people to 
come enjoy the concerts. The band shell is really biggest 
piece of this phase.” 

Sparks says there are no plans to change any of the acts 
people have come to enjoy seeing, and there will still be chil¬ 
dren’s concerts held during a few daytimes this summer. 

Still left to compete is some nfinor paving and grading 
of the new walking paths, which all must comply with the 
Americans with Disabilities Act. Beyond that, the new part 
of the park will be ready for use. Sparks says the town was 
looking to have the second phase completed for this year, but 
there was not a locked-down deadline for completion.

A concession and bathroom building is another 
component of Phase II at School Street Park, 
which is expected to open later this year. 

“At this point, we are planning on being ready to go for 
the spring and summer and we are really happy about that,” 
said Sparks. 

The town invested more than $2.2 million into the proj¬ 
ect. It is being completed by Mountain View Landscapes and 
Lawn Care Inc., the general contractor on the project. 

In addition to the work being performed by the contractor, 
a nine-hole disc golf course was also installed by a recent 
Eagle Scout.

“It was just something we randomly came 
up with,” said Strong. “We did the blue po¬ 
lice badges a couple of years ago. Some of my 
friends on the Eire Department wanted to see 
something for the firefighters, so we did red hy¬ 
drants last year.” 

Strong says the themed licenses are a sort of ac¬ 
cessory that owners now enjoy putting on their ani 
mals. 

“There are a lot of dog owners that like to 
put ‘bling’ on their dog’s collar,” said Strong. 
“These licenses are both fun and encourage 
dog owners to get their dogs licensed.” 

Since the theme-license program was start¬ 
ed, licensing of dogs in Agawam has more than 
doubled. Strong says. 

To date, more than 2,000 licenses have been is¬ 
sued for 2014. Strong says the 2014 licenses will be 
issued until April, when the 2015 licensing year 
begins. She ordered the Purple Heart licenses 
earlier this week and they will be in stock soon. 
Sometimes, residents pre-license their animals 
in late Eebruary or early March. 

“Before we had these licenses, we had 1,000 
or less people licensing their dogs,” said Strong.

“But the more dogs we have licensed, the bet¬ 
ter it is for our staff and the dogs.” 

Local and state laws require all dogs living 
in Agawam to be licensed. 

Strong says dogs wearing their license tags 
can be immediately returned to their homes 
if they are found by Animal Control. She says 
taking them home instead of a shelter is less trau¬ 
matic on the animals. She also says time at the ani¬ 
mal shelter can have a negative impact on a dog’s 
behavior. 

Strong also encourages anyone planning to 
visit the new dog park — to be constructed 
this year on Maynard Street — to get dogs li¬ 
censed. 

“Any dog that resides Agawam and wants to 
attend the park must be licensed,” said Strong. 
“It is mandatory for attendance there.” 

Strong says there is no licensing requirements 
at the local or state level for cats. She said 
most cats refuse to wear collars and often 
lose licenses. 

The fee to license a dog is $25. If the 
dog is spayed or neutered, the cost is re¬ 
duced to $10.
